Maybe 3ish 
speakers would be a little more feasible as far as time goes for the folks who are speaking? I also say 
this with the reminder in mind that the Parker Center EIR is being coupled with the approval of the 
Civic Center Master Plan, and while LTCC at least does not have an official position on the CCMP - 
we are at least generally supportive of the concept, and also want to urge that they bring back / 
continue the community advisory council (that Clement and Chris K sat on) back during the 
remainder of its process. I can be the speaker to focus on CCMP, if Chris K. can't make it. 


Also, I just confirmed that the location of the hearing will be: City Hall Main, Room 1060. There is 
also a good chance that the item will go to City Council the following day.
